For example, requests under numbers 1-), are for expansion of heavy-plate production. Number 6: 
The cessation of imports of steel tubing for bicycles made it necessary that the Chemnitz plant | 
increased its annual capacity of that product from 1,500 to 3,200 tons. Principal need: a 
building to house the machinery (machinery will have to be rebuilt), Number 10, Halshruecke, 
needs an additional 55,000 Deutsche marks to purchase a platinum-vacuum smelting installation 
(Platin-Vakuum-Schmelzanlage) at 80,000 Deutsche marks,-~ Reason for additional sum required 
under number 15: Costs for repairs of the gray-iron foundry were considerably higher than 
originally anticipated. The amount under number 16 is required for the expansion of ore-mining 
capacity from 180,000 tons in 1952 to 400,000 tons in 1953.
